()$ce rs when it was resolved to bear in with them. They being to Leward off. Aa 
cnnae near wee discovered them to be at anchor. It was ordered ye Vice Admiral 
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of the Fleet of the White, should face with the farthermost of their Fleet and that all 
the rest should fall in with the fleet upon a line when ye Royal Charles was in the 
middle of the Fleet and somewhat neare the enemy. Sir William Berkeley kept his 
coarse, at which a gun was fired at winward of him, and then he bore off, soe we fell 
in amongst them, when they saw our Resolution, they cut their cables and put under 
sayle 75 in number as we judged as we passed between their fleet, firing to one and ye 
other as near as we could, but could not carry out our lower fire. “ We had turned 
many of the Dutch (and first those 2 days 4 of them). We wanted of ours Sir 
WilUam Berkeley (he was killed in this battle), Rear Admiral Harman, ye Rainbow 
and Loyall subject. The next day being Sunday about 5 o’clock we espied Prince 
Hupert’s fleet, and “ I went on board the Royal James , his Highnesse Prince Rupert, 
and we concluded to follow them, which with great cheerfullness was performed 
Jun. 4th. In the morning the Dutch Fleet hastened sayle for us. It was ordered ye 
Prinoe Rupert’s fleet being fresh should lead ye van which was done. At the first 
encounter we being Leeward of them standing to ye eastward we did not come into fire 
again being too much to Leeward, the second passe the Prince’s Fleet got close to ye 
Dutch, his Highness leading, and then our fleet fell in among them, some to Winward 
and some to Leeward, We got as close as ye Dutch would permit, and led a fireship 
up to two of them which we fired, Prince Rupert having received maoy shot in his 
ship, mast and rigging, was not able to come and jovne with us, which kept us asunder 
the longer. That part of the Fleet what we having fought nearly 4 days we stood 
homewards. Wee burnt of their ships three this day, which with those before is 7 in 
all, being of their best ships, some of them Admirals and Vice Admirals, and only few 
of their men were saved.
